1) AS REQUESTED REFTEL A, CONFERENCE AGENDA IS BEING 
POUCHED. GKR CAN BE ADVISED THAT CREDENTIALS CHALLENGE 
WILL ARISE AT OPENING OF GENERAL CONFERENCE, WHICH 
TENTATIVELY SCHEDULED FOR OCTOBER 15 BUT MORE LIKELY TO 
OPEN OCTOBER 17 IN ACCORD ARAB REQUEST TO POSTPONE UNTIL 
AFTER END OF MOSLEM RAMADAN. GKR, RVN, CHILE AND POSSIB 
LY ROK CREDENTIALS LIKELY BE CHALLENGED IN CREDENTIALS 
COMMITTEE.COMPOSED OF REPRESENTATIVE MEMBERS FOR EACH RE- 
GION & BLOC.THAT WILL REFER TO FLOOR FOR PLENARY VOTE. 

2. PERMDEL SOUNDINGS INDICATE THAT, BARRING MAJOR DIPLO- 
MATIC OR MILITARY DEVELOPMENT, GKR HAS AT BEST ONLY SLIG- 
HT CHANCES OF WINNING VOTE THIS YEAR BECAUSE OF DRIFT TO- 
WARD ABSTENTION OR OPPOSITION AMONG THOSE COUNTRIES WHI- 
CH VOTED IN FAVOR OF GKR OR ABSTAINED LAST YEAR. 

3. GKR CREDENTIALS WERE UPHELD LAST OCTOBER AT UNESCO EX- 
TRAORDINARY GENERAL CONFERENCE BY 42-30-23 (ABSTENTIONS), 
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29TH SESSION WAS 53-50-21. 

4. U.S. PERMDEL COMPARISON OF VOTING PATTERNS (REFTEL B 
& C) INDICATED CONSISTENT PRO-GKR VOTES FROM MOST LATIN 
AMERICANS AND ASIANS. ARAB MODERATE MINORITY (KUWAIT. 
LEBANON. MOROCCO, AND QATAR) ABSTAINED WHILE 
MAJORITY OPPOSED. FRANCOPHONE AFRICAN STATES GENERALLY 
OPPOSED GKR IN BOTH VOTES. MODERATE ANGLOPHONES 
SWITCHED FROM ABSTENTIONS AT UNESCO TO SUPPORT AT UNGA, 
WHILE REMAINDER, MOST NOTABLY ETHIOPIA AND NIGERIA, 
CONSISTENTLY ABSTAINED. 

5. COMMUNIST STATES OF COURSE VOTED AGAINST GKR, AL- 
THOUGH EAST GERMANS, POLES, AND BULGARIANS INEXPLICA- 
BLY ABSENT FOR UNESCO VOTE. NONCOMMUNIST DEVELOPED NA- 
TIONS GENERALLY SUPPORTED GKR, EXCEPT FOR FRANCE, WHICH 
CONSISTENTLY ABSTAINED, AND SCANDINAVIANS, APART FROM 
DENMARK, WHICH SWITCHED TO ABSTENTIONS AT UNGA AS DID 
AUSTRALIA. 

6. ALGERIAN PERMREP (DERRADJI) IS PRESIDENT OF LDC'S 
"GROUP OF 77" AND "COORDINATION BUREAU OF NON-ALIGNED 
COUNTRIES" ESTABLISHED AT UNESCO AFTER ALGIERS NON- 
ALIGNED SUMMIT LAST FALL. DERRADJI IS CERTAIN TO LOBBY 
HARD AMONG MODERATE AFRICANS AND ARABS WHO ABSTAINED
